TRACY CRACKS A JOKE 
Asks Why Melancholy Dane

Judges Tracy and Pollard, from the 
benches of their respective police courts 
Wednesday, made speeches denouncing 
the police method of wholesale raids on 
lid clubs, and Assistant.City Attorney 


jLevy, in an address to Judge Pollard, de- 


clared that Sunday’s raids were an act 
of revenge for the defeat of Gov. Folk 
in the senatorial primaries. 

“May God strike me dead if I ever al- 
low politics to come into this court!’’ 
shouted Pollard, arising from his seat 
after Levy's words which he did not 
indorse. He added that the Governor’s 
name should be left out of the matter. 

“An arrest, made without hope or ex- 
pectation of convicting the persons ar- 
rested, is a crime. The Police Depart- 
ment is trying to make this court a ma- 
chine of oppression. 

“These officers have come before me 
and testified that the men here charged 
with disturbing the peace were not 
committing any acts which could dis- 
turb anyone. They were asleep, and 
the policemen dragged them from bed to 
lock them up without cause. . 

“Such an act, whether committed on 
a millionaire or a pauper, is an out 
rage. These men are discharged.” 

The four men whom he’ discharged 
were arrested in the Jolly Five Club in 
the latest raid on the clubhouse, at 1511 
Morgan street, made early Tuesday. 


Martin Fleming, William Williams, Echo 
Rafferty and Jerry Haley. 

Five men, also arrested early Tues- 
day, were arraigned before Judge Tra- 
cy. They were Thomas Gammell, Geo. 
Jones, Charles Summers, Philip Weber 
and John F. Parish, and the scene of 
the arrests was the Hamlet Club, 114 
South Sixth street. 

“Why didn’t you arrest the Melan- 
choly Dane?” asked Judge Tracy, the 
Shakspearean ghost of a smile flitting 
across his face as he heard the name of 
the Hamlet Club recited. 

“He wasn't there,” replied Sergt. Ma- 
loney, asgravely as one of the grave 
diggers. ‘“‘These men were all born in 
this country, or they said so at the sta- 
tion, anyway.”’ 

“Are you men 
Judge, suddenly. 
their heads. 
“And they were not making any loud 
noise, swearing, or otherwise conducting 
themselves offensively?” said the Judge. 
Maloney acquiesced. 

“This farce has gone far* enough,”’ 
shouted Judge Tracy. ‘Don't you po- 
licemen know that you are liable to 
criminal prosecution for making arrests 
like these, and that your superior offi- 
cers are Hable to sult on their bonds? 

“You lock these men up, cause them 
to be kept from their work, and to lose 
time and money, and then come up 
here and make statements which show 
that you had no purpose of convicting 
them. These men are dismissed,” and 
he signaied the five to-leave. 

In the Wyoming Street Court no lid 
club cases came up Wednesday. Justice 
O'Hallaron, who is sitting in Judge Klei- 
ber’s place.said his reason for Mon- 
ord s wholesale discharges was that spe- 
felfic disturbances of the peace were not 
proven. 

‘Testimony to convict two men of pro- 
fanity or boisterousness at a clubhouse, 
of such a sort as to annoy a neighbor- 
hood, would be of greater value than 
hundreds of arrests without evidence or 
intent to convict,"" he remarked after 
court to a Post-Dispatch reporter.

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Steamer Sardinia Destroyed Near the 
Island of Malta With Passen- 
gers From _ Liverpoo!. 





VALETTA, Island of Malta, 


Nov. 25.—The British passenger 


steamer Sardinia of the Ellerman line was destroyed by fire just 
outside of this port today and a total of 123 persons were either 
drowned or burned to ceath. Seventy persons were rescued, The 
dead include 100 Arabs, five European passengers and 18 mem- 
bers of the crew. Most of the passengers were pilgrims en route 


to Mecca. 
Assistance was hurried to the burning 
vessel from all the warships in the har- 


bor and from shore, but the work of 
rescue was greatly impeded by the heavy 
seas. The flames spread rapidly and 
were fed by streams of naptha from 
the forehold. . There! was a condition of 
uncontrollable panic on board and those 
sea. Were 
roasted alive. The vessel was finally 
driven ashore on the Resasoli rocks. 
her grounding was followed by the suc- 
cession of voleanic-like eruptions due to 
explosions of the pnaptha stored in her 
hold. 

The Sardinia left Malta early today 
for Alexandria, carrying, in addition to 
the passengers and crew, a large cargo 
of merchandise. She had hardly cleared 
the harbor entrance when smoke was 
observed issuing from the cargo hold. 
The crew was summoned to fire quar- 
ters and a detachment was sent below. 
Almost immediately after they were 
sent below decks the forward hatch 
Was seen to explode and in an instant 
the vessel was ablaze from stem to 
stern. 

A frightful panic ensued among the 
passengers, who were left to themselves 
while the crew was fighting the flames. 
Men. women and children ran fran- 
tically to the stern of the boat, the only 
place where there was seeming refuge 
from the fire. But a strong wind was 
blowing and, fanned by it, the blaze 
swept out across the helpless people, 
scorching them where they stood. Many 
jumped into the sea without, trying to 
get life preservers. 


Passengers Attack Crew, 


Levantines and Greeks made up the 
majority of the passengers and they 
were half crazed when the disaster hap- 
pened, utterly defying discipline. 

They made a concerted rush for the 
boats and with knives tried to sever the 
ropes and drop the boats overboard. 

The British officers of the Sardinia 


fought them off as best they could, beat-

hampered the crew both in fighting the 
fire and in trying to get the lifeboats 
and rafts overboard. Finally,.the na- 
tives, their clothing burning from their 
bodies in many instances, leaped into 
the sea. 

From the beginning the captain and 
the crew stuck nobly to their posts.

passengers. There were only li Euro- 
peans in the total passenger list of 151. 

The flames apparently originated in 
the forehold. A quantity of naptha was 
stored here, and it fed the’ fire to such 
an extent that it was impossible to save 
the vessel. 

Rescue Prevented by Wind. 

The plight of the Sardinia had been 
noted from the shore and all the ad- 
miralty tugs that were in the harbor 
hurried to the scene. Owing to the gale 
which fanned the fire they could not ap- 
proach very close, but finally lines were 
run out and the Sardinia was towed-to 
the shore. 

She was beached as quickly as possible 
and every effort was made to extin- 
guish the fire. This was impossible 
owing to the elements and the inflamma- 
ble nature of the cargo, which was com- 
pletely ignited. The harbor tugs were 
directed to stand by and search the 
ruins as soon as they could be cooled, 
while other tugs were detailed to cruise 
about in the hope that some of the sur- 
vivors might still be afloat in the sea. 

The Sardinia left Liverpool Nov. 14 
with a cargo of general merchandise for 
Mediterranean ports. Her crew num- 
bered 44, and about twenty first-class 
and six- second-class passengers em- 
barked at Liverpool 

Many of the passengers undoubtedly 
were Levantines, Maltese and Egyptians. 
Many of these people cross on the steam- 
ers to Malta. It is their custom to pitch 
their tents on decks for shelter during 
the four-days’ trip. The decks are clut- 
tered and this condition undoubtedly 
made the orderly clearing of the ship 
difficult.

WIDOWS CLAIM 





Mrs. Adele Martin Heyman 
Says She Will Prove Mar- 
riage After Funeral. 


While-Henry Heyman lies dead at the 
home of his father, Abraham, at 2828 
Thomas street, and his family denies 
that he was a married man, Mrs. Adele 
Martin Heyman of 1314 North Grand 
avenue, says: “I am his widow and 
after his funeral and he is buried in 
peace I will tell when, how and by 
whom we were married.”’ 

Heyman died Tuesday. His father, 
Abraham Heyman, who says he was 
present when his son died, declares that 
he asked him if he had married ‘‘Della.”” 
The father asked that question, he said, 
because rumors of such a marriage had 
reached his ears. 

“No, nothing doing,”’ was the answer 


the father, who says these were the last 
words spokn by his son. 

‘Heyman conducted a grocery and 
butcher shop at 1301 North Grand ave- 
nue. The womah who now says she is 
his widow was’ cashier and bookkeeper 
at the store. She had Been employed 
there for two years. 

“And she was nothing more than an 
employe,”” members of the family told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 

At the store, say the family, the 
woman who now claims Heyman as her 
husband, was known as Miss Adele Mar- 
tin, just as she always had been. 

‘Henry and I had been keeping com- 
pany for several years before I went to 
work for him,’ said Miss Martin or Mrs. 
Heyman, as she calls herself, “and a 
few weeks after I accepted the position 
at the store we were married, 

Nursed tn His Own Fiat. 

“He fitted up this flat I am now in 
and we have lived here together ever 
since our marriage. When he was taken 
ill of typhoid fever, three weeks ago, I 
nursed him here at home for the first 
week. But I found that I could not give 
him proper care and watch over the 
store, too. So he was taken to his fa- 
ther’s house. 

“T had fo idea then that his fliness 
would be fatal. If I had suspected such 
a thing I never would have given my 
consent for him to have left this roof, 
and I am sure he would not have gone.,’’ 

Mrs. Heyman said that. her husband 
and herself were of different religions, 
and that, for that reason, the family 
never was willing to recognize her as his 
wife or accept her as ore of themselves. 
This was true, she said, although they 
knew of the marriage and knew that 
she and Henry were living together in 
the Grand avenue fiat. | 

Mrs. Heyman said she would not, at 
this time, go into details regarding the 
marriage as she did not want to stir 
up a controversy before her husband 
was buried. —

C) AU FUDGE, off Port au Prince, 
Nov. 24.—Please make this a new 
lead to the battle story I madled last 
week. The fight did not come off, as it 
rained hard all day, and last week’s 
revolution was a failure. If it doesn’t 
turn warmer soon it is feared that this 
week’s revolution also will be a frost. 

Alarming “dispatches just received 
by the Admiral state that ports of Aux 
Cayes and Jeremie and the town of 
Aquin are in the hands of the revolu- 
tionists. These details were given to 
the press associations, and the Admiral 
now is looking up the fallen cities on 
the map. If we can find them we ex- 
pect to steam to their rescue. The Ad- 
miral is confidént that our boat. will 
steam if the Government will supply us 
with some coal. 

Warship Shot in the Side, 

The Government suffered a severe na- 
‘al reverse yesterday, if press dispatches 
are to be believed. It seems that the 
Government man-of-war Croyant, carry- 
ing a supply of revolver and a box of 
cartridges, ventured out to sea. She 
was driven — by the tide. Insur- 


gents who were not known to be revo- 
luting in that vicinity boarded her and 
seized the pistol. The fact that the 
insurgents are now armed makes the 
situation very grave, the Admiral says. 

The Centenaire, a Government gun- 
boat in the toffee trade, went to assist 
the Croyant, and was shot in the side. 
The insurgents emptied six chambers 
at her, point blank. The crew took 
to a small boat and he is believed to 
have escaped. 

On land the situation is very tense. 
Another citizen has joined Gen. Antoine 
Simon's revolutionists, and he now has 
at least three able-bodied men in the 
field. It is reliably reported that an- 
other reinforcement is on his way from 
Kingston, Jamaica, to join Gen. Simon, 
and unless this man can be intercept- 
ed, it is feared that the General, through 
the sheer bravado of overwhelming 
numbers, may shoot somebody. 

Incident Mars the Revelutien. 

A depressing incident occurred yester- 
day. General Villehardouin Leconte, 
Minister of the Interior in President 
Nord Alexis’ cabinet, visited the town of 
Jeremie, accompanied by some friends. 
The General did not know that the 
revolution was in progress, having been 
erroneously informed that hostilities had 





been postponed on account of wet 
grounds. 2 

When the General and his companions 
approached Jeremie they were mistaken 
for the Government army and were tak- 
en prisoners, despite Gen. Leconte’s 
earnest protestations with a club. Gen. 
Leconte was led into Jeremie and de- 
stroyed. The Coroner has been notified. 

Considerable uneasiness is felt over 
the fate of Gen. Celestin Cyraque, who 
was made Minister of War after last 
Monday’s revolution. Gen. Cyraque took 
the fleld yesterday against Gen. Bou- 
toine, and we are anxious to learn 
whether any shots were fired. Gen. 
Cyraque’s army has held a Government 
position for more than a month, and 
he is therefore believed to be loyal. 

Dispatches from Jeremie state that 
the revolutionary leader, Gen. Lepott, 
and his army, arrived there yesterday. 
Both boys stated that they were in the 
pink of condition, and ready to put up 
the revolution of thefr lives. 

Aquin Again Pillaged, 

A message just received from Aquin 
says the revolutionists who live there 
have just started to pillage the place. 
This is the second time the admiral has 
had to look on the map for this town: 
He was somewhat irritated over. the 
second incident, but he said that if the 
sea calms sufficieritly for his navy to 
venture out he will row up the coast 
and see what is taking place. 

He authorizes me to say that if the 
Government would give us a boiler that

ONE FIGHTS CHARGE 





Jury Is Summoned and Ex- 
perts Are Ready to Testify 
Against Him. 


Confronting prosecution by Govern- 
ment experts sent here from. Wash- 
ington to aid in convicting them, four 
Illinois farmers Wednesday in the East 
St. Louis Federal Court pleaded guilty 
to charges of shipping watered milk to 
the St. Louis market. Each was fined 
$100, the minimum punishment under 
the pure food act. 

They were John P. Deutler, Trenton, 
Ill.; Willlam Karhoff, Beckemeyer,. 
Iil.; Charles Janett, Posey, Ill., and 
Ernest Schreiber, Carlyle, Ill. All have 
dairy farms in Clinton County. 

Andreas Griebler of Trenton, ‘Iil., 
pleaded not guilty, and the impaneling 
of a jury to try him \was begun. 

All of the men who pleaded guilty had 
excuses to offer'as grounds why they 
should receive Memency. 

Deutler and Schreiber said that. they 
had put ice in their milk cans to cool 
them and had neglected to ramove it 
when they poured in the milk. Janett 
and Karhoff said that they washed their 
cans with water and that some of it 
must have remained in the cans. . They 
denied that they intentionally: adulterat- 
ed the milk. 

W. D. Bigelow and F. T. Patrick, Gov- 
ernment chemists, and nine pure food in- 
spectors were present, to testify at the 
trials. 

The attention of Government author- 
ities was called to the fact that bad milk 
was coming inte St. Louis by City 
Chemist Buckland‘last January. 

The dairy division of the Department 
of Agriculture at once took up the com- 
plaint and, sent ‘experts here to ‘work in 
conjunction with Buckland. Under their 
supervision Government inspectors ob- 
tained 1436 samples of milk from 270 Ili- 
nois farmers and 17 branch creameries. 

100 Farmers Accused, 

More than a hundred of these farm- 
ers were summoned to St. Louts aft- 
er the samples had been analyzed and 
were called upon to show cause why 
they should not be charged with vi- 
olating, the pure food law. 

Many indictments followed. Sev- 
eral dairymen have pleaded guilty to 
watering their milk and each has 
been fined $100. Other cases, 30me in- 


volving more serious charges are 
still pending.

Traction Attorney Talty Pleads 
at Meeting and Lauds 
McShane and Fay. 





Learning that John A. Talty, an at- 
torney for the United Railways Co., 
Was displeased with the action of the 
House of Delegates in amending the 
Barnsdall natural gas bill so as to per- 
mit the city to alter and repeal the 
measure at its will, the combine, with 
the assistance of the minority, has 
stricken out the safeguard. 

Attorney Talty is now thoroughly sat- 
‘Gsfied with the bill and expressed him- 
self Wednesday as “‘proud of Delegates 
McShane and Fay,’’ whose votes helped 
to eliminate the amendment, which they 
supported a week ago. 

Before aligning himself with the com- 
bine in its successful attempt to fit the 
franchise to Attorney Talty’s views, 
elegate McShane told a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch that an ‘‘atmosphere 
of suspicion enveloped the passage of 
the bill, and raised doubts in his mind 
as to the means that | were being used 
in its behalf.” 

Talty Active in Lobby. 

All during the meeting of the House, 
Attorney Talty went from one delegate 
to another, urging them to aid-in kill- 
ing the amendment to which he ob- 
jected. 

To some of the delegates Attorney 
Talty’s announcement that there was 
to be a change in the bill was news. 
But for his information, they would have 
had to wait for Delegate Simmons, the 
combine’s “outside man,’’ to tell them. 
Talty, however, knew all about the 
combine’s program. 

Accordingly, as soon as the proper 
moment arrived, Delegate Simmons 
asked that the bill be withdrawn from 
the Engrossment Committee and re- 
ferred again to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Improvements. By this time all the 
delegates understood what was de- 
signed, but only Davis, Stannard, 
‘O’Brien and Connell opposed the plan. 
en minutes was taken by the com-

Fay Amxieus About Capital. 

Fay had two reasons for his vote, al- 
though his manner of offering them 
was apologetic.

Circuit Attorney Sager is to succeed 
Thomas E. Mulvihill as Excise Com- 
missioner of St. Louis, according to the 
latest tip of St. Louis Republican lead- 
ers. 

In support of this prediction, the po- 
litical prophets say that the Governor- 
elect has been highly impressed by Mr. 
Sager’s successful election-fraud prose- 
cutions. 

Not only has Mr. Hadley praised Sa- 
ger, but the politicians say he refers 
to him as the kind of a man the Re- 
publicans ought to keep in public office. 

Mr. Sager’s term as Circuit Attorney 
expires in January. Mr. Mulvihill also 
will retire jfrom the excise commission- 
ership by Feb. 1. 

Sager Not an Applicant, 

It is known, however, that Mr. Sager 
has not applied to Mr. Hadley for the 
excise office. In fact, he insists he 
does not want any political office, elect- 
ive or appointive. 

A strong element of the Republican 
party in St. Louis is opposed to Mr. Sa- 
ger on account of personal differences. 

Chairman Howe of the City Committee 
is among those who have frowned on 
the Circuit Attorney’s political ambi- 
tions. If Mr. Sager should become an 
aspirant for the Excise Commissioner- 


ship, or if Mr. Hadley should decide to 
uppoint him to that place, there would 
a great howl from Howe’s Repub- 


} lican machine, politicians say. 


There is a disposition on the part of 
the Howe leaders to claim everything 
in the way of political spoils. They ex- 
pect Mr. Hadley to give them his ear 
on all St. Louis appointments. 


Sager Once Angered Stifel. 


Whether Otto Stifel, the brewer-poli- 
tician, would be favorable to Sager as 
Excise Commissioner, is a question, the 
politicians assert. Until recently Sa- 
ger and Stifel were not friendly. 

They came to the parting of the ways

WITH LOCAL FANS 


MIilinois Fighter Is Picked to Win 
From Ketchel in Battle 
Tomorrow. 








Local fight fans are greatly interested 
in the fight. between Billy Papke and 
Stanley Ketchel, to take place at: San 
Francisco tomorrow. afternoon. Papke, 
of course, is favorite with ‘all of them, 
and many think he will have an easy 
time putting away the Michigan man. 

“Papke has the advantage in weight 
and ‘should win,” said “Dec” Mollan, 
a prominent fight fan of Chicago, who 
is now in St. Louis.

‘blend-haired, resy-cheeked lad from 
Kewanee is the picture of health at all 
times, and always enters the ring smil- 
ing and bowing to his friends and fol- 
lowers, while his opponents always ap- 
pear to have that drawn, worried look 
on their face. This is Papke’s third 
meeting with Ketchel. Ketchel got the 
decision over Papke in their fight at 
Milwaukee and the Illinois Thunderbolt 
turned the trick in their last bout by

}giving Ketchel as bad a beating as a 


fighter ever took. 

“Ketchel is superior to Papke as a 
fighter. He is more scientific and can 
hit harder. But these points are of 
little or no avail to him if he abuses 
his physical condition. 

“There wasn’t one person who saw 
these two fight at Milwaukee that would 
have given Papke the preference over 
Ketche} in their last fight, but look 
at the result. It fooled them all and 
all because Bill Papke took good care 
of himself and Ketchet didn’t. It has 
been, as I said before, a hard job for 
Ketchel to make the weight, and with 
@ remembrance of the beating he took 
in the last fight staring him in the 
fate, he will be greatly handicapped. 

“If Ketchel sheuld win back the title 
of middleweight champion from Papke 
he will have upset all pugilistic dope. 
I do not mean to say that Papke has a 
“cinch” at all, because he hasn't. The 
fight fans of Frisce should see one of 
the greatest ring battles of modern 
times.”

They know/it is Bad for the game to 
have these two men at: war with each | 
other; and all’on account of one having 
stolen the .other’s fight; Theré;’ are 
plenty of big battles to be fought in the 
near future, ° without the promotérs get- 
ting into any. Goffroth and Gleason 
will have to work together if they in- 
tend to accomplish anything at all. 

Gleason states that Papke and Ketchel 
signed an agreement to fight before his 
club on the night of Nov. .%. Then 
Coffroth comes along with a few dol- 
lars more to offer and persuades them 
to fight before his club on Thanksgiving 
afternoon. Then Gleason applied for an 
injunction, which, thanks to Judge Sew- 
ell, was refused him. 

‘These injunctions are handy things, 
sometimes, but the boxing world is 
gloomy enough without having anything 
like that hanging over it, especially on 
the eve of such an important fistic en- 
counter as this is to be,’’ said a promi- 
nent fight fan today. “Hugo Kelly is 
waiting right in line to take on the ‘Illi- 
nois Cyclone,’ as soon ag he is finished 
with Ketchel. 

“Then there is Packy McFarland and 
Joe Gans. Gans and McFarland should 
put up a fight that is worth going a long 
way to see. hey are without a doubt 
the two most clever lightweights in 
the: ring today. Gans may have lost 
some of his staying qualities, but the 
‘Old Master’ has an é@dge on the rest 
when cleverness is considered. Joe Gans 
is 34 years old today, and has been in 
the fight game since 1891, while Packy 
is but 20 years old, with five years’ 
experience in the ring. Nelson refuses 
to see Packy until he has fought Gans, 
so if Packy is victorious, and there is 
no reason why he shouldn't be, then 
comes another big battle for the light- 
weight championship, Battling Nelson 
and Packy McFarland. | 

“Next we have England’s two best 
featherweights, Owen Moran and Jem 
Driscoll, either one of whom should 
make Abe Attell extend himself. If 
someone could only induce Attell to 
fight either Moran or Driscoll for # 
rounds, th® chances are Abe wouldn't

him. out, ‘he still retains his title of 
featherweight. champion, The fans would 
like to see Abe loosen up and give us 
a fight that amounts to something. 

‘“Tommy Burns and Jack Johnson will 
settle their argument over in Australia 
next month. There hasn’t been a fight 
in years that has had the notoriety 
that Burns has brought to this one. One 
bad feature is that it is being fought 
in a foreign country. If Burns gets 
licked, he will no doubt stay over there; 
if he wins, let. him come home and give 
Al Kaufmann, his nearest competitor, 
a chance for the title of world’s heavy- 
weight champion. 

‘Last, but: not least, comes Johnny 
Coulon, the bantamweight champion. 
Johnny has all the little fellows’ goats 
carefully put away. He is not ayerse 
to fighting any thing in his class, even 
going as far as to take two on in one 
night. These and many minor bouts 
too numerous to mention, only go to 
show that there is a bright future for 
the boxing game in this country. But 
if the promoters are going to begin 
fighting each other with injunctions and 
police courts, someone is liable to get 
knocked out for good.”

Statistics Show Our Climate 
Has Varied Little in 
37 Years.

The fact that 10 years ago in Novem- 
ber there was a severe cold snap which 
gave the pleasure of skating to 30,00 


on the lakes of Forest Park and that: 


on ‘a corresponding date this year the 
balmy spring weather which has pre- 
vailed during ‘the past few weeks has 
given many thousands the pleasure of 
strolis through the parks, has led niany 
to believe the climate of St. Louis is 


changing. Other comparative figures 
also have given rise to like reports. | 

The statistics of the United States 
Weather Bureau in the Chemical Build- 
ing, however, disprove the theorists and 
the “old residenters,” who have stories 
to tell of the remarkably cold winters 
of 30 years ago, compared with the 
warmer ones of later years. Statistics 
show that the temperature of St. Louis 
during the past 37 years, the period for 
which weather. statistics. have been 
kept, has varied little from one year to 
arother, and during that entire time the 
rangé of mean yearly temperatures has 
been between 53 and 68 degrees, a wane 
ence of only 5 degrees. 

1875 Was Coldest Year. 

Th mean temperature for St. Louis is 
56.2 degrees. fare74 it wag 56 and this 
year, dating from Nov. 1, 1907, to Nov 
1 this year, it is 57. The coldest went 
of record in St. Louis was 1875, when 
the mean temperature was 53. The 
warmest: years were 1887, 1894, 1896 and 
1900, each having a mean temperature 
of 58. The next coldest year was 1904, 
when the mean temperature was 54. 

The coldest day of record in St. Louis 
was Jan. 6, 1884, when the thermome- 
ter recorded 22 degrees below zero. Feb. 
13, 1905, however, it registered 18 degrees 
below zero. io

1874 have been; 1874, 56; 1875, 58; 1876,

FRENCH fisherman, Jacques Cartier, decided, in 1534, to become a dis- 

coverer. He was cruising off Labrador when the idea occurred to him, 

and he turned his vessel's prow toward Newfoundland. Entering the 
Gult or Chaleurs he landed at Gaspe and there set up a huge wooden cross 
bearing the words: “Long live the King of France!” The Indians of the 
place did not like this act, but he explained to them that the cross was only 
a beacon te guide seamen. Then he headed for the St. Lawrence River, think- 
ing that stream was a strait through which he could reach China. ° Failing, he 
decided, on a later voyage, to explore the shores at either side of the 
gtream. Thus began the true discovery of Canada. 

In 1497 John and Sebastian Cabot, coasting along the North Atlantic, had 
paused at Labrador and planted an English flag there. But they had not 
more more than a brief stop. Nor was the Florentine sailor, Verazzan, more 
thorough when, in 1524, he skirted the North Atlantic coast from Cape Breton 
to Florida in a French ship, and vaguely claimed the whole region (under 
the title of “‘New France’) for the Gallic monarch. So it remained for Cartier 

ito «explore Canada and to open up the great northern 
country for European settlers. Few, if any, . of 
America’ s earliest soldiers of fortune made their * dis- 
icoveries with an idea of benefiting mankind, or indeed 
lwith a clear knowledge of what they were’ really ac- 
complishing. Columbus blundered upon the West Indies in an effort to reach 
the treasure land of India. Pizarro followed the South American trail in pur- 
guit of Peruvian gold. De Soto accidentally discovered the Mississippi while 
searching for wealth and a fountain of youth. Hendrik Hudson discovered New 
York and Hudson's Bay in an effort at finding a short cut to India. Cartier 
explored Canada while seeking a ship Channel to China. Each by mere chance 
found something of importance while hunting for something elise. 

Still thinking he was on the track of a water route to China, Cartier went
